About three yeara Captain Cullom was 6 sailor

Now that the negotiations of which Arling- 
ton-atreet: was the centra have been brought 
to a close, it may not bo ous of place to natite 
that no spot better adapted for their cendact 
could be found within the limita of the 
metropolis.

Walpole 
was born, in 1717, and to it. was addrossed 
Heory Fieldiug's rhymed. letter to ; Sir 
Kobert Walpole, commencing -— We're 
often taught it doth behove us ‘T's think 
thoso greater who ate above us; Another 
instance of my glory, Who live-above you 
twice two storey, Aud from my garrett can 
look down On the whole street of Arlington.” 
In 1742, when‘ Sir Robert Walpole felt from 
power, be bought a smaller house; ov: the 
side of tha strest,. whore,'ae the medallion 
now Gxed upon ita axterior tells us, he died 
in 1746. According to the letter from Horace’ 
Walpole’a pen which, we -have-just quoted, 
the Duke of Grafton, in £769, took posscesion 
of Henry Relham's.house, which had‘ for- 
imerly been Sir Robert Walpole’s. tlenry 
Polbaw was twice Prime: Minister—onse, at 
the head of the “ broad-bottomed Admiuis: 
tration,” between 1744 and -1746, and again 
. from 1746 to 1754, iv which Jatter yoar he 
died.
